The (orthoomiug mirtiual report of tlie 


Commissioner of the General Lnud Of- 
fice will show Umt Curing the year end- 
ing June 30, 1888, thfyre wet-e made 58,- 
095 cash land entries of nil c'lnssea, ag- 
gregating 5,907,254 neres, lor which the 
Government received $11,203,071. Of 
these cash entries 8,318 sales of lands 
subject to private entry, 314 were sales 
of mineral lauds, 14,209 were committed 
homestead entries, 2,385 wen> original 
and fiurfl entries uader the Desert Land 
Act and 152 were sales of coal lauds. 
The sales of timber aucl stooe limds ng- 
gregate 2,i20 entries, nearly nil of which 
were made ia California. The report 
•will show that the whole number of en- 
tries of all classes, including Italian 
lands, made during the year w:is 255,- 
12, embrioiug 2t,435,833 acreg. 
The 


total receipts from ilie foregoing were 
$13,522,185. 


Of the \vholo number of entries 46,23e 


were original homesteads, embracing 3,- 
175,400 acres, and 24,472 weie lumber 
culture entries, having in all au area of 
3,733,305 acres. During the year land- 
gr.iut railroads made 10,786 selections, 
embracing 6,525,300 acres. Under the 
school, swarap-land autl other giants by 
fie Government to the several States 
a ad Territories, 8,029 selections wore 
made, covering an area of 1,263,452 
acres. In addition to this 24,405,333 
acres entered under the various public 
land laws during the year, the area of 
committed homesteads, final desert en- 
tries, final homestead and final timber- 
culiare entries aggregated 
,3,847,543 


acres. 


The Iiyou County Times remarks: 
Never in the history of Nevada baa 


there been such a dry season as the 
present one. Water is short in every 
river ia the State, ncd in many of the 
vnlleys stockmen have to sink wells to 
procure water enough for stock. The 
water question ia, therefore, becoming 
one of importance, and any method sug- 
gested by which more water can be ob- 
tained ia eagerly read by every rancher 
in the State. Senator Stewart has an 
appropriation bill under way to survey 
and find the best places in the country 
between the Itockies and the Sierras for 
storing Whter, and many individuals are 
going to work privately on the artesian 
plan. As before stated iu this paper, 
ve believe tbeve are many places in the 
ivers of the State .where reservoirs 
)oukl lie built nt a moderate expense, 
hs\t would save the water that goes to 
vaste and make many more valuable 
•anohes in the State. There is a ques- 
ion whether the State or Government 
should be the proper ones to take hold 
of tho enterprise, but it would be a good 
doa for both to do something towards 
he work. There nra rivers that run 
ibrough the State tbut head outside of 
;he State, out there could be no objeo- 
.ion made by any onlsidera to what 
work in the way of reservoir building 
should be done iu this State. We be- 
ieve that it, is the duty of the State to 
ook after Iho water question so far as 
she has power, and have in oar mind 
one or two places where wnter could be 


torad that would irrigate considerable 
new country and give settlers a chance 
,o come in and find and make comfort- 
able homes. 
One of these places is on 


he Oarson river and another is near the 
mad of the Wost Walker river. In the 
attor there is a splendid reservoir Bite 
n the canyon above wbore the river en- 
;ers. Smiths Yulley. Enough ooul'l be 
stored by building a reservoir at this 
point to yive all the ranchers in the 
valley \vuter the year around and also 
irrigate cisht or ten good-sized new 
ranches. The land is there and all that 
is now required to make more prosper- 
ous homes is wnter. The same may be 
said iu regard to storage of water on the 
Cat son river. There rnny be an argu- 
ment raised as to nppropiiuliug money 
for the benefit of one section of ooun- 
;ry, but we hold that appropriations nre 
made for the benefit of the most number 
of people. If it can be shown that an 
appropriation could be used to greater 
benefit on other rivers than the ones 
named the work should be done there. 
We believe that it is only a matter ol 
tune when all our rivers will be damned 
to keep the waste water that now runs 
off every Full anrl Spring, aud if one 
appropriation cun ba made for this par 
pose, and.it is shown that it will be a 
benefit and source of revenue to the 
State in that it will so greatly increase 
the taxable property, other appropria- 
tions will certainly be rnido for such 
work, and it will not be long before the 
people of the State will all be iu a pros- 
perous condition and not growl about 
the taxes being high and their being 
robbed to ni'ike appropriations for wntoi 
purposes.

Editors Press: The town of Wads- 


worth, located on the Truokee river, 35 
miles east of Reno, derives its chief inj. 
)ortance as the headquarters of the 
Cruokee division of the 0, P. R. R. 
At this point nro located the repair 
shops and round-house. The company 
employs over 400 men. The Engineers' 
ind Mechanics' Library, established 
lore in 1881, is a notable feature of the 
)laoe. Mr, George Gregg is credited as 
,he originator of the library, which now 
contains 2,375 volumes. 
The chief offi- 


cers are J. R. Forest (President) and 
J. W. Smith (Secretary). TheBrother- 
lood of Locomotive 'Engineers 
and 


Locomotive Firemen number fifty mem- 
bers. 


Wadsworlh is also important as the 


shipping point of trout obtained from 
Pyramid and Muil lakes, some 20 miles 
north. 
Traffic amounts to nearly 100 


;ons yearly. The fishing in the former 
lake is confined to the Piute Indians, 
who claim the exclusive privilege, the 
waters being within the bounds of their 
reservation, while the whites fish in 
Mnd lake. The varieties of fish are 
known as the salmon, silver, and 
tamag-gi trout, succeeding each other in 
the order named. 


There are located along tho Truckee 


river at this place a number of fine 
ranches, upon which are produced good 
crops of hay, grain, vegetables, aud 
some fruit of hardy varieties. Mr. T.G. 
Herman is one of the most progressive 
Farmers of the neighborhood. He is 
devoting considerable attention to the 
rearing of improved live-stock. 


At Lovelock'ti, G3 miles farther aast, 


is a large district of fine farming lands. 
On arriving at the depot the stranger 
sees little to back up the assertion, but 
a drive of a few miles southwest, beyond 
the sagebrush plain, or rather desert, as 
he might be constrained to call it, 
brings him within ths borders of what 
is known as the Hamboldt Meadows. 
Here he will be strnok with mingled 
surprise and admiration to behold the 
almost countless acres of alfalfa stretch- 
ing beyond him. 
There is no finer soil 


in America, and the depth in runny 
places is over 40 feet. 
The extent of 


this tract averages 10 miles in width by 
35 in length, a considerable proportion 
of which is claimed by oitizena, but can 
be purchased at from $10 to $100 per 
acre. The area is sufficient to give ove.r 
1,000 families a good-sized farm. 
The 


number of individual owners at present 
does not exceed 150. 
While small grain 


of all varieties yields bountifully, the 
alfalfa crop is accounted by all odds the 
most profitable, on account of the large 
stock interests of Central Nevada, and 
the extortionate freight rates exacted by 
the C. P. R. R,. Oo. in shipping to the 
seaboard. 


At the average price ($G per tou) 


alfalfa will net the cultivator 10 per 
cent, interest on his land rated at $200 
per acre. The price is said to be oftoner 
above that figure than below. The 
writer was authentically informed that 
Mr. Thies, present County Commis- 
aionar, produced 1,000 tons last year 
from 160 acres, and, by holding for 
a late market, realized from his crop $12 
per ton. This year, by reason of an 
unprecedented scarcity of water in tbe 
Hamboldt river, tho crops of R majority 
o£ the favmars aro below tho average, 
and accordingly the prices ol hay, it is 
predicted, will be much higher than 
formerly. 
Those who are so fortnuato 


ns to have secured ft prior water right, 
and consequently a sufficient supply of 
water, have as flue crops as usual. 
Among this fortu.inte class are the Mur- 
ker Bros., who have a tract of 12,400 
acres, 2,500 of which is set in alfalfa. 
They expect to soil this year 2,000 tons, 
besides retaining a large per conr. for 
their own use, having 2,000 he»d of 
horses and 3,000 head of cattle. 
They 


fatten a large number of beeves- for the 
market each Winter. The meadows are 
settling up with n thrifty class of people, 
and when once tbe scheme of storing in 
reservoirs the wnter that annually goes 
to waste during Winter assumes practi- 
cal shape, the reclamation of this por- 
tion of Hamboldt valley will be almost 
immediate, and present to the world 
one of the most desirable localities in 
which to dwell that may be found on 
the coast, 


Winnemuoca, the county-seat of Hum- 


boldt county, 75 miles east of Ijove- 
iook'o, is a distributing center for n large 
district. Its population is estimated at 
1,200 soals. The business of the tcyvn 
is sustained almost wholly by the stock- 
raising and mining industries. The 
town baa rather an ancient appearance, 
and the strangpr is apt in conclude that 
there is far less wealth nnd solidity 
about it than is the case. He will find 
here residing men who count their herds 
by thousands and tens of thousands, 
with ranges extending for hundreds of 
miles in all directions. 
Others he will 


find, who, having secured a desirable 
competence from mining ventures, are 
enjoying1 a well-earned 'respite 
from 


active pursuits. To one or the other of 
these classes belong Messrs. F. D. 
Sweetzer, W. R. Lewis, A. Wise and a 
score or so more. 


There is a very limited amount of 


farming in the vicinity of the town, 
though the soil produces well. The 
water problem is here, IVB in many other 
places in Nevadn, the burning issue of 
the hoar. This year there i-» even a 
scarcity for the actaal needs of the Resi- 
dents of the town. 
However, this de- 


fect will be soon overcome, and with tbe 
renewed activity soon to be inaugurated 
by the Winnoinuooa Mining Company, 
the prospects of the town are nt least 
fair, if not 
flattering.

There was also a great deal of dust ut | 
the old grounds from the wind which 
came from the southeast, but now the 
grounds being northeast of the city, the 
wind blows over a tract of country 
thickly set in trees, and last of all over 
80 acres of alfalfa, from which no dust 
can be gathered. 


THE BAOE TBACK. 


A fine mile truck has been laid, and it 


will prove a particularly fast one, hav- 
ing been copied after the latest, 'im- 
proved tracks of the East. The track 
is a dead level from the grand stand to 
the second quarter pole, when it begins 
to tiae slightly, bat so slightly as to be 
almost uuuoticeable along the back 
stretch, until the turn is rounded, when 
the highest point is reached, and the 
tired horses after rounding the turn, 
find themselves on a gentle down grade 
to the finish. This arrangement gives 
the horse a alight assistance at the fiuiah, 
when he minds bis best powers, mid nil 
horsemen arc delighted with it. It did 
not require much outlay to fix the 
track iu this way, as the natural lay of 
the ground favored it. 


THE OltEGON PLAN, 


It has been decided to fix the interior 


of the track according to the Oregon 
plan. It will be seeded down to blue 
grass, timothy and red top, and then 
cut just before the Fair, leaving a velvet 
oval lawn enclosed by the track, and in 
thia park, people visiting the Fair can 
pitch their tents, camp, and feed their 
horses.

THE HOESB STAT.LS. 


Running north along the track are the 


box stalls for the racers.

last line of horse stalls in a building 
with forty stalls on each side for thor- 
oughbred cattlts and a separate building 
with twenty stalls for swine nnd sheep.

THE GRAND STAND 


Is 150 feot long and faces to the ensu 
It will accommodate 1,000 people, ami 
the benches arc provided with "lazy 
backs" 24 inches high. The Judges' 
Stank is in tbe center of the Grand 
Stand and open so that the crowd can 
hear tbo announcements ns soon as 
made. The Judges can Irom this point 
watch tho entire race without turning 
round to follow the horses with the eye,
